OUR JAWS NEED EXERCISE. 

E^ach- of Mastication Caa,e, Dynpep 
■ la and Teeth Trouble,. 

Mastication is rapidly becoming a lost 
art, and, although we have become 
hardened to the fact that three-fourths 
of the dyspepsia is due to this cause, it 
might surprise some of us to know that 
the early decay of the teeth and diseases 
of the gums are occasioned by this same 
laok of maxillary exercise. 

A disease of the gums, called Rigg a 
disease, which is every day beooming 
more common, is caused almost entirely 
by the want of proper mastication. 
Twenty-five years ago this trouble was 
not considered of any importance by 
the dentist on account of its rare occur 
rence. 

Today it ia given more care than the 
deoay of the teeth, as be is frequently 
consulted by patients who have a full 
■et of natnral teeth wbioh are quite loose 
in the jaw. Aside from this they are 
sound anj healthy, and after a certain 
development in the disease nothing can 
be done to help them. 

By lack of exercise the blood which 
should nourish both the bones and the 
gums is not carried to the part, nor does 
the blood oarry sufficient material to the 
teeth; henoe the enamel formed is de¬ 
fective, and early decay results. Fre¬ 
quently, too, the mechanical develop¬ 
ment of the jaw is arrested by this same 
rant of motion. 

Most of the food among the better 
class of people today is cooked so as to 
require very little mastioation, and the 
ooneeqnenoe is that the musoles have 
become flabby, the jaws slender and the 

I processes for the attachment of the 
muscles almost obliterated.—Boston 
Globe.

The obstacle is malaria, and 
now we find that the prevalence of ma¬ 
laria, so far as man is concerned, de¬ 
pends on the mosquito, and that this 
pestilent little insect, in addition to ir¬ 
ritating and annoying, is the means by 
which the poison of malaria is propa¬ 
gated and distributed. 

For years back botanists have known 
tbo important part played by birds in 
the scattering of seed and of insects in 
the distribution of the pollen of plants, 
iiiiil it seems not unlikely that pathol¬ 
ogists will have to recognize in a much 
larger degree than has till lately been 
done the lurgo part taken by tbe subor¬ 
dinate forms of life by which we are 
surrounded—our cattle, our horses, our 
dogs and cats, our flies, our mosquitdbs, 
and perhaps even our fleas—in dis¬ 
tributing disease from man toman, and, 
as is stated in regard to the uiosqnito 
and malaria, in deciding whether the 
extension of our empire over great areas 
of the gJohe’s surface shall bo possible 
or not.—Hospital.

Luxury and Extravagance. 

In general the destruction of wealth 
io a social as well as an individual loss.

The mere transfer of wealth from one 
hand to another does not involve de¬ 
struction. Consumption means using 
up. When a nation spends $250,000 for 
w great picture, the wealth is not de¬ 
stroyed ; it is simply transferred. When 
the jubilee plnnger ran through $2,500, - 
000 in 13 calendar mouths, the wealth 
of the world was diminished only by 
the amount of it lie and those who 
sponged on him put down their throats 
and otherwise wantonly destroyed. In 
so far as it was simply transferred to 
others to whom he paid extravagant 
prices, it was not destroyed. 

To give high prices for articles which 
are rare is not necessarily luxury, for 
tbe price nnd the rare edition or the old 
master both remain. It is true that ex¬ 
travagance may mean the transfer of 
wealth to those who will not use it 
well, but it does not usually mean this. 

It generally involv.es a transfer to the 
hands of those who will use it more 
wisely.—Journal of Ethics.

Ton articles aro decided upon, and 
with sufficient good judgment, in ten 
minutes, fur a minute to a mauuscript 
is often twice as mnch time as it needs. 
It does not take that long for a dealer 
to stick an iron skewer in a smoked 
ham, draw it ont and smell of it. Not 
one artiolo in a dozen perhaps needs to 
be read through.—New York Independ¬ 
ent.
